Next follows the evidence of William Eaton, taken 
at Springfield, before Judge Lyman. He ftates that 
Philips Ripley was his cotemporary at — and that 
he had fince been acquainted with him at Philadelphia ; 

Some 
time after his return from New York, he recolleéts to 
have told Ripley that four or five original letters of W.
